He originally hails from Toronto, the Drum & Bass meoca 
d North America. Raised cn the sounds spun by the 
likes of Dr, No, Ruff neck, and Jungle Ph.O., DJ SFak 
adopted these styles anct added his own specialized fla¬ 
vor when he began manning the decks in 1993, DJ Slak 
spent 2 years in Indiana honing his skills, than burst onto 
the Chicago scene at Uptempo Dance legendary "Jungle 
Warriors 71 series of events. He became a resident on the 
Strictly Jungle show and subsequently teamed up with 
DJ Snuggles to create one of the most formidable and 
respected Drum & Bass duos in the US.
